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DIRECT COMMUNICATION WITH TRADERS. 





The DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE (Deve.or- 
MENT AND INTELLIGENCE) is a centre at which information on 
all subjects of commercial interest is collected and classified 
in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far as 
the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to 
enquiries by traders on commercial matters. As tar as is 
possible, the Department supplies, on personal or writing 
application, information with regard to the following 
subjects. Foreign and Colonial’ Contracts open to Tender, 
and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufac- 
turers at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in par- 
ticular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and 
Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; Commercial 
Statistics ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations con- 
cerning Commercial Trave!lers, Sources of Supply, Prices, 
etc., of Trade Products; Shipping and Transport, etc. 

One of the aims of the Department of Overseas Trade is 
to bring its Overseas Services into close personal touch with 
business men, and British firms when sending representa- 
tives abroad are recommended to instruct them to call on 
His Majesty’s Consular Officers in the countries they visit, 
and on the Commercial Diplomatic Officer in the capital of 
each country and, in the case of the Dominions, on His 
Maiesty’s Trade Commissioners. 

Samples of foreign: competitive goods and commercial 
products which are received from abroad from time to time 
are exhibited at the Offices of the Department. 

Over 60,000 samples of goods of Foreign manufacture 
which were sold in British markets abroad and in certain 
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foreign markets are on exhibition in the Sample Rooms of 
the Department at 3, Guildhall Courtyard, E.C., and are 
now available for the inspection of British manufacturers. 

The BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1920, opened on 
Monday, 23rd February, at the Crystal Palace, Birmingham 
and Glasgow, and closed on Friday, 5th March. The Office 
dealing with Fair matters is at 35, Old Queen Street, 
S.W. 1, to which address all enquiries should be made. 

In order that British manufacturers may have an oppor- 
tunity of familiarising themselves with Foreign methods of 
advertising (including German and Austrian), the Board of 
Trade have collected over 13,000 Foreign Trade Catalogues, 
and these may be inspected by British manufacturers at the 
Department of Overseas Trade (Development and Intelli- 
gence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2. 

A new index has been prepared, in which the catalogues 
are classified both as regards articles of manufacture and 
names of manufacturers, thus rendering identification of any 
particular catalogue a simple matter. Copies of this index 
may be obtained by United Kingdom manufacturers on 
application to the Comptroller-General, Department of 
Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence), 73, Basing.

SPECIAL REGISTER. 


The Special Register affords early information to manu- 
facturers aud traders of new trade openings abroad hefore 
they become public property. It is also a vehicle for 
circulating reports on foreign competition, and any other 
matters likely to be of importance and interest to particular 
trades. The information, which is private ard confidential, 
is supplied to the Department by His Majesty’s Trade Com- 
missioners within the Empire, and by His Majesty’s 
Diplomatic and Consular Representatives in foreign 
countries, and is circulated to firms on the Register as 
quickly as possible after its receipt. 

The Register is open to any approved British firm on the 
payment of a fee of two guineas per annum (which includes 
the annual subscription to the ‘‘Board of Trade Journal’’). 
]t is not open to non-British traders. 

Information is supplied solely for the purpose of extending 
trade in British-made goods.

FORM K. 


H4.M. Consular Offcers have received instructions to 
furnish the Department of Overseas Trade (Development 
. and Intelligence) with commercial information respecting all 
firms in their respective Consular Districts who can ke 
recommended as possible importers of goods of British manu- 
facture. This information, which includes the commercial 





and financial status of the firms concerned, their local and 
European references, goods particularly required, terms of 
trading and language in which sanenmentbesios should be 
carried on, is furnished to the Department on a prescribed 
form, which is known as Form K 

In order to obtain the fullest possible advantages from 
the ‘Form K”’ system of information, a wide circulation is 
ESSENTIAL. 

A system of co-operation between the Department of 
Overseas Trade (Develupment and Intelligence) and British 
traders is therefore necessary, and this co-operation is being 
attained as follows :— 

1. The Department collects and edits the information. 
2. The Trade Associations distribute the information. 


That is, the Department issues the information to— 
(a) The Association of Chambers of Commerce. 
(b) The Federation of British Industries. 

The bodies comprised in these organisations have their 
various component trades classified as shown in ‘‘lorm Kk,” 
and lists of traders are therefore only circulated to those 
firms which come under that classification, thus avoiding 
circulating to trades which are not interested. 


The system is safeguarded by agreements with the 
distributing organisations against the issue of the informa- 
tion to any outside firms. All firms who wish to receive the 
information have to be approved by the Department. At 
present over 10,000 firms have joined, and any other firms 
who wish to participate should apply through their Chamber 
of Commerce or the Federation of British Industries (39, 
St. James’s Street, London, S.W. 1), or through bodies 
affiliated to the latter.

THE “*‘MONTHLY PULLETIN.’ 


Number 10 of the ‘‘ Monthly Bulletin of Statistics ” 
has been issued, including figures which were received 
up to 20th April last. It states that the upward 
movement. of wholesale prices has continued to the 
latest dates for which records are available. In the 
case of retail prices, some decrease has shown itself in 
the more recent months in the Netherlands, in Sweden 
and in Norway, while the effects of the reduction in the 
bread subsidy in France are shown in the sharp rise 2 
the level of the retail prices in Paris. 

Among considerations affecting the movement of whole 
sale prices during the past twelve months, which should not 
be left out of account, are the consequences of releasing the 
control of exchange between the United States and the 
principal European Allies Where a depreciation in cur 
rency had been masked or restrained by holding exchang?

artificially at a fixed level, the cessation of this control has 
involved an advance of prices corresponding to the adjust- 
ment of the depreciated currency to its true gold value; 
this 1S additional to any advance due to other and progres- 
sive causes. Thus the rapidity of the advance since the 
spring of 1919 does not reflect accurately the inflation of 
credit or of currency, or of both, during the interval. 
Attention should also be given to the tendency to limit 
the volume of the paper currency which 1s manifest in the 
case of the majority of countries for which figures are given. 
This restraint has not, however, extended to Germany or to 
Austria. .

Assize Bye-laws to sell any goods by “‘ old measure ”’ 
(0.M.) instead of by the legal Imperial measure. 
Manufacturers and exporters of goods to South Africa 
are accordingly reminded that sales should be by 
Imperial weight, and measure (Weights and Measures 
Act, 1878, secs. 19 and 23).

INDUSTRIAL ESTABLISHMENTS IN THE 
BALTIC PROVINCES. 
In the Libau and Riga @istricts before the war there 
were factories of all kinds, many of them built on a 
scale to supply the general Russian market and taking 
advantage of the. Russian tariff restrictions upon the 
importation of manufactured articles. Generally 
speaking the Libau factories have their machinery 
intact, while the machinery of the Riga factories was 
evacuated to the interior before the German advance 
in 1915. Doth are at present devoid of raw material. 
The works in Riga may roughly be divided into the 
following eleven groups :— 
1. Engineering, shipbuilding, and wagon works. 
2. Small iron industry, wire and nail works. 

3. Textile industry. 

. Chemical industry. 

. Saw milling. 

. Wooden-ware works. 

Paper mills. 

. Ceramic industry. 

. Tanneries and shoe works. 
10. India-rubber works and cork factories. 
11. Breweries and tobacco factories,

ints of interest to technical readers not only on ac- 
count of its scope, but in view of the difficulties which 
have to be surmounted in a country such as Holland, 
which lacks any assistance from water-power. 

The following table illustrates the very considerable 
increase that has taken place in the consumption of 
electrical power, etc., in Holland since 1913 :—

To meet present requirements the Government Com- 
mittee reporting on the question under the present 
scheme is of opinion that it is necessary to arrange for 
atotal load on the electrical power stations of 3-4,000,000 
kw., giving a total capacity of 1,000,000,000 kwh. per 
annum. Such a supply will mean, with an anticipated 
population of 10,000,000 inhabitants in the next 30 
years, a consumption of 100 kwh. per head per annum, 
ag against 35-40 at present. This will compare with 
a present approximate consumption in the United 
States of America of 176 kwh. per head, 140 for Switzer- 
land, 60 for England, 50 for Germany. This estimate 
does not take into account the electrification of railways 
and the replacing of all steam traction by electric trac- 
tion, for which it is provisionally estimated that 250,000 
kw. will be necessary, although not more than one-third 
or one-quarter of this amount will be required for the 
next 15 years. 

IMMEDIATE DEVELOPMENTS. 


As to the execution of the project, the construction 
of the transmission lines for the whole country may take 
fom 5to 10 years. For the high-tension network three- 
phase current, 50 cycles, is to be adopted, the minimum 
voltage being 50,000. The capacity recommended for 
the power-statians supplying the system is approxi- 
mately 30,000-75-000 kw. Each station will be equipped 
with generators developing 15,000 kw. As the first 
step in the scheme, certain legislation is necessary to 
empower the Government to take over, as stated above, 
those electrical supply undertakings which are neces- 
sary for incorporation in the scheme. These are — 

(1) The Power Station Geertruidenberg, with the 50,000 
volt lines in the Province of North Brabant be- 
longing to that power station. 

(2) The recently-built power station of the Municipality 
of Amsterdam. 

It is also recommended that the construction of high- 
tension lines should commence immediately as under :— 

(1) Roosendaal-Flushing or Middelburg. 

(2) Helmond or Uden—South Limburg. 

(3) Geertruidenberg-Rotterdam-The Hague-Amsterdam, 
with a branch line to Utrecht. 

(4) Uden-Nymegen-Arnhem-Zwolle. 

The cost of the above is estimated at 35,000,000 to 
40,000,000 florins. 


ORGANISATION. 


As far as is known at present, a special Administra- 
tion is to be created for this service. Several alterna- 
tives have been under consideration, particularly a 
proposal under which the State would hold a large 
block of shares in a company registered for the purpose. 
Preference has been given to a State enterprise under 
which the supply of electricity is to be a direct Govern- 
mental service endowed with a large measure of free- 
dom. Working agreements will be made as to the 
supply of current and the sharing of profits with muni- 
cipal and other companies administering the scheme. 


TECHNICAL ASPECTS. 


A Committee, formed by the Society of Directors of 
Electricity Supply Undertakings in Holland, has been 
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investigating this proposal for some time past, and is 
to publish a Report in eleven parts, four of which have 
been issued up to the time of writing. 


HicH TENSION TRANSFORMER STATIONS. 


The first deals with the question of determining the 
positions of the high tension transformer stations. 
The Committee has calculated that for loads of 7 kw. 
to 20 kw. per kms area, the feeding of the 10,000 volt 
cables with 50,000 as well as with 100,000 volts will be 
secured in the most economical way if the transformer 
stations are 20 to 30 km. apart. 

In order to apply this general calculation to Dutch 
conditions, the question was put before the directors 
of the several electricity works, asking them which 
places in their district would be most suitable for the 
erection of transformer stations. It appears that about 
50 transformer stations will be necessary for the coun- 
try, and fhey will be an average distance of 25 km. 
apart. 

FEEDING OF THE TRANSFORMER STATIONS. 

In the second, the feeding of the high tension trans- 
former stations (determining the tensions, area of wires, 
etc.) is reported on. The average distance of the feed- 
ing points of the 10,000 volt distribution cables having 
been fixed, there remains the question of tension and 
the cross-section of the high tension lines, which have 
to feed the 50 transformer stations. The calculations 
are based upon the supposition that the transformer 
stations are situated at regular distances of 25 km., and 
that they are all equally loaded. The results of these 
calculations are shown in graphs, added to the report, 
thus indicating the tension and sectional area of the 
lines, 

These graphs also show that for large but sparsely 
populated districts a very high voltage is most econo- 
mical, whereas for heavily-loaded industrial centres a 
lower voltage is to be preferred. It is furthermore 
evident from this report that the concentration of the 
generation of electricity has its limits, and it will be 
preferable, above a certain amount of power (e.g., 30 
to 50,000 kw.), to erect more power plants instead of 
making a heavier high tension distribution system. 

So the second part of the report gives an idea not 
only of the tensions and cross-sections of wire, but to 
a certain extent also of the number of power plants 
wanted. 

The third report deals with the scheme from the point 
of view of national defence. This does not concern us. 


TRANSMISSION OF ENERGY FROM SoutH LIMBuRG. 

In the last, however, the transmission of electrical 
energy from the mining district is outlined. It is here 
stated that in addition to feeding the transformer sta- 
tions the high tension lines should also be capable of 
performing other functions. They should, for example, 
be able to transmit energy in the shape of electricity 
from places where, for some reason or other, the costs 
of generating electricity are very low. The question of 
feeding a part of the network from the South Limburg 
mining district is then specifically examined. 
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The conclusion arrived at is that it is much more 
profitable to transport the fuel, unless the effective value 
of this fuel is less than one quarter of the effective value 
of coal of ordinary good quality. | 

Supplying a part of the country with electricity Irom 
the mining district will, therefore, only be Justified 11 
there is a very inferior fuel (brown coal and minestones) 
in sufficient quantity at hand. The Committee find 
that there is no more inferior fuel present in the South 
Limburg mining district than can be consumed by the 
mines in their own power plants, and so they conclude 
that there is no urgent need to build a transmission line 
for connecting the South Limburg mining district to 
the other part of the network. 

Finally, the report states that the advantages of 
centralisation are greater than those attainable by the 
use of inferior fuel. Accordingly, there should be ad- 
+antages in placing the whole generating for the mining 
district under one authority with one or more large 
power stations. It should then be able to compete in 
the electricity supply of the southern part of the coun- 
try. This power plant would afterwards profit from the 
same advantages which are to be had from the use of 
inferior fuel, when the output of that inferior fuel will 
have increased. The mining industries themselves will 
require large quantities of electricity, and it will be 
advantageous to concentrate the production in one or 
more large power plants, instead of dividing the pro- 
duction over a number of smaller plants. 





AMERICAN FOREIGN TRADE. 





THE FAVOURABLE BALANCE. 


We pointed out recently, when dealing with the 
trade of the United States with Latin-America, that we 
have no official figures, except those of highly inflated 
values, wherewith to compare 1919 with the last pre- 
war year, 1913. The effect of a comparison by values 
only is to over-emphasise the trade expansion and to 
present an enormously swollen balance of exports over 
imports in favour of the United States. In 1913, on the 
values of that year, the total exports were 2,484 millions 
of dollars, and the total imports 1,792 millions, and 
the balance 692 millions. In 1919 the total exports 
value had advanced to 7,922 million, the total imports 
to 3,904 millions, and the balance had multiplied 
by nearly six times at 4.018 millions. In other words, 
the balance had become greater than the total value 
of the imports. For every dollar’s worth of imports 
received more than two dollars’ worth of exports were 
shipped abroad. The figures are those of the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce as published in 
““ Commerce Reports.”’ 


PaLANCES AGAINST EUROPE. 


It is of some interest to note that European 

emands last year were more than responsible for the 
whole balance in favour of the United States. The 
balance of trade against Europe was 4,435 million 
dollars, so that in regard to the rest of the world the 
balance was against the United States to the extent 
of 417 millions. This excess of imports over exports in 
commerce with the rest of the world is largely due to 
the increasing amounts of crude materials and food- 
stuffs imported chiefly from the tropical countries of 
South America, Australia, and Asia, which are to a 
great extent not competing with the products of the 
United States. Europe supplied over 19 per cent. of 
the total imports and received 65 per cent. of the total 
exports from the United States in the peace year 1919. 
There was an increase in total values of 185 per cent. 
over imports from Europe, and of 34 per cent. over 
exports to that continent during 1918, the last year of 
the war. The needs of the different countries of Europe 
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were so urgent and numerous that they afforded a ready 
market for the bulk of American exports in 1919. Ih 
the past Europe has taken more than 50 per cent. of 
the: total exports from the United States. Of this trad. 
the United Kingdom since 1917 has received a sha» 
nearly equal to the combined exports to all othe 
European countries.

Seeing that European countries, and pre-eminanth 
the United Kingdom, have been such large purchasers 
from America it will be of some interest te give the 
comparative figures in values for last, vear and for 1913 
The figures given for exports include re-exports 9 
imported goods.

THe NEUTRAL CouNTRIES. 

The hungry demand upon the United States of 
the neutral countries is more conspicuous even than 
that of the late belligerents. Holland, the Scan. 
dinavian countries, Switzerland and Spain wer 
stripped, and their favourable exchanges in comparison 
with those of the belligerents, and especially of the 
defeated belligerents, enabled them to buy freely. 

In 1919 exports from the United States to Scan- 
dinavian countries of 432,163,203 dols. were seven times 
the amount shown for 1918, while imports, valued at 
27,398,981 dols., were three times those of the earlier 
vear. The total trade of the United States with Den- 
mark amounted to 170,167,228 dols., of which only 
6,201,750 dols. was imports therefrom ; that of Sweden, 
146,889,113 dols., the imports amounting to only 
13,825,982 dols., and that of Norway, 142,505,848 dols., 
of which 7,371,249 dols. was imports. ixports to the 
Netherlands also rose, 1919 showing a gain over 1918 of 
243,765,171 dols., while the increase in imports 
amounted to 66,682,084 dols. There was a thriving trade 
with Spain, imports from that country increasing by 
30,903,614 dols. last year, while exports gained 
33,630,961 dols. over 1918. Swiss merchandise im- 
ported into the United States in 1919 shows an increase 
in value of 10,805,076 dols. as compared with the 
previous year; exports to Switzerland gained 48,542,633 
dols. over those of 1918. | 

THE United Kinepom. 


The figures of the United Kingdom, which was com- 
pelled to buy for the needs of devastated Europe 3 
well as for itself, are naturally enormous. On both 
sides of the account they were about two-fifths of the 
entire American trade with Europe, and on the put- 
chase side were nearly one-third of the total American 
exports to the world. Although the sales by the United 
Kingdom to the United States look small when sé 
alongside the purchases they were more last year i 
value than in 1913 and show a monthly average gail 
of 13°3 million dollars during the year.

PURCHASE OF REAL PROPERTY IN POLAND 

The Acting Commercial Secretary to the British 
Legation at Warsaw has forwarded information In re- 
vard to a Law of 24th March, 1920, relative to the pur- 
chase of real property in Poland by foreigners. _ 

This Law, which came into effect on Ist April last, 
rovides that a permit must be obtained from the Polish 
(Council of Ministers, on the recommendation of the 
Polish Minister of Finance or the competent Minister, 
before foreigners (individuals or companies) may pur- 
chase real property, including property for industrial, 
commercial or agricultural purposes. This equally ap- 
plies to purchase by auction. | 

In certain cases the issue of the permit may depend 
on the fulfilment of certain conditions by the purchaser. 

The Law does not apply to inherited property, but 
renders invalid all contracts signed by foreigners who 
have not complied with the returns of the Law. 

From a further despatch from the Acting Commercial 
Secretary it is understood that an amendment will 
shortly be introduced to this Law safeguarding the 
interests of persons supplying credit to industrial or 
other undertakings on mortgages, and giving such per- 
sons the right to purchase the property, if necessary. 





RE-ORGANISATION OF CZECHO-SLOVAK 
COMMISSION FOR FOREIGN TRADE. 

The Commercial Attaché to the Czecho-Slovak Lega- 
tion in London states that the Czecho-Slovak Com- 
mission for Foreign Trade (formerly known as the Im- 
port and Export Commission) recently made several 
alterations in their policy, which came into force on 
%th April. The various Syndicates in the Czecho- 
Slovak Republic have issued licences concerning the 
respective trades; the right to issue import and export 
licences is now transferred to the Commission for Inter- 
national Trade. New forms for import and expotr 
licences are issued, and the importer or exporter has 
to state clearly the actual quality of merchandise, and 
must not use a collective description. General col- 
lective import or export licences have been abolished. 
Export licences are granted to the maximum of six 
months, and import licences to the maximum of nine 
to twelve months’ validity. It is impossible to obtain 
a prolongation of the validity or to change the border 
place of entry in the Czecho-Slovak Republic. It has 
been further arranged that a new list of free goods will 
be issued shortly, and that all previous lists will be pro- 
claimed void. Information collected by the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade regarding trade between the 
United Kingdom and Czecho-Slovakia was published in 
the “‘ Journal’’ of 4th December, 1919 (pp. 688-9) and 
20th September, 1919 (p. 391). 


HAVANA INTERNATIONAL TRADE MARK 
, BUREAU. 
The Rules of the International Trade Mark Registra- 
ion Bureau of the American Republics at Havana 
may be consulted at the Enquiry Room of the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, S.W. 1. 

This Bureau is apparently restricted to registrations 
originating in one of the countries which were parties 
to the Buenos Aires Convention of 1910. 

Copies are also available of the Bulletin of the Bureau 
of the International American Union for the Protection 
of Trade Marks, together with the first report of the 
Bureau. 
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PEACE ACTIVITIES AT KRUPP’S. 

From time to time since the Armistice several noti- 
fications have been received from Germany indicating 
the lines upon which Krupp’s is to develop for the 
purposes of post-war home and foreign trade. A recent 
message from the British Commercial Commissioner 
at Cologne states that in addition to equipping itself 
for the manufacture of locomotives and the construe- 
tion of ships the firm will extend its general mechan- 
ical engineering departments, and will also take up 
the manufacture of machines for the paper-making 
industry. It is also stated that Krupp’s will produce 
calculating machines, and is engaged, in addition, in 
the construction of a new typesetting machine for the 
printing trade, in which the matrix automatically 
returns to the collecting point. 


SETTLEMENT OF LABOUR DISPUTES 
IN SPAIN. 

As a result of representations made to the Spanish 
Government by the Chambers of Commerce and other 
commercial interests in Parcelona, requesting that steps 
should be taken for the establishment of organisations 
and of rules which would permit of an amicable solu- 
tion of any differences which might in future arise 
between employers and employees, a Royal Decree has 
been published, to the effect that the business of 
Barcelona shall, for this purpose, be considered to be 
divided into four groups, i.e.: Banking, Transport, 
Wholesale business, and Retail business. 

Each of these groups shall be represented by a Com- 
mittee, consisting of an equal number of represen- 
tatives of employers and employees, and, with the 
cbject of harmonising and unifying the action of these 
four Committees a Mixed Commission is to be 
appointed. 

The four Committees shall have conciliatory func- 
tions, and all their resolutions of a general character 
for the respective groups they represent, referring to 
wages, hours, and regulations controlling work, etc., 
shall be submitted for the approval of the Mixed Com- 
mission, without which they cannot be brought into 
force. They shall also put before the Mixed Com- 
mission, with all possible data, all those questions in 
regard to which they have been unable to find a solution. 

The duty of the Mixed Commission shall be to deal 
with all the matters submitted to it by the above- 
mentioned Committees; it shall fix minimum wages 
for each commercial group; it shall superintend the 
fulfilment of the social laws in force, and shall pro- 
pose to the authorities the measures and reforms which 
it may consider necessary in the interests of the com- 
munity it represents. 








SEA-WEED FOR PAPER MAKING. 

The manufacture of paper-pulp calls for an enormous 
quantity of raw material, and this demand in the course 
of time will become more and more emphatic. On 
this subject a French authority states that the sea-weed 
or sea-wrack possesses the desired properties for the 
production of a good paper pulp, and that it offers the 
following economical. advantages. Besides furnishing 
a crop that is very abundant, this sea-weed can be 
left to dry on the spot. and, before collection, cleansed 
bv a rudimentary shaking process. . For transportation 
it can be put up in bales. For its transformation, a 
moderate heating would suffice. ' 





ABOLIVION OF TRADE PERMITS IN 
TANGANYIKA TERRITORY. 

The Colonial Secretary has received a telegram from 
the Administrator of the Tanganyika Territory stating 
that the system of trade permits hitherto in force in the 
Territory has now been abolished. |

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Exhibitions and Fairs. 


EMPIRE TIMBER EXHIBITION, 1920. 


The Department of Overseas Trade is organising an 
Exhibition of Timbers grown within the British Empire 
to take place atthe Holland Park Skating Rink, London, 
from 5th July to 17th July, 1920. 

The main object of the Exhibition is to bring promin- 
ently before architects, inspectors, firms who have to 
specify timbers in their contracts, as well as the users 
and consumers of timbers, the full range of Imperial 
grown timbers, and especially those timbers which up 
to the present are only very slightly, if at all, known 
in this ‘country. At the same time the’ Exhibition 
will demonstrate the chief uses for which such timbers 
are suitable. 

The classification embraces— 

(a) Specimens of timber ; 

(b) Exhibits demonstrating the various uses to which 
timbers are put, viz., floors, panelling, staircases, 
furniture, ply wood, and artiales of every-day use ; 

ic) Wood plup. 

A Committee has been formed to arrange all details 
-econnected with the Exhibition, and includes repre- 
sentatives of the Colonial Office, Crown Agents for the 
Colonies, Government <¢f India, Self-Governing 
Dominions, Forestry Commission, and British Societies 
interested in the production and utilisation of timber. 











RESULTS OF MILAN SAMPLE FAIR. 

Thé Milan Sample Fair, which was held from 12th 
to 27th April, was considered by the Committee to have 
been a success, states H.M. Consul-General at Milan. 

The samples shown were mainly of Italian manu- 
facture, foreign participation being on asmall scale only ; 
British exhibitors were in most cases represented by 
local agents or British branches in Italy. 

Agricultural implements were well represented, and 
there was a good display of machinery and machine 
tools. Other exhibits included foods, wines, clothing, 
textiles, footwear, china and earthenware, toys, iron 
and steel, chemicals, drugs, toilet requisites, electrical 
apparatus, stationery, furniture, building materials, 
jewellery, radiators, scientific and surgical instruments, 
hollow-ware, arms, sporting goods, musical instru- 
ments, hardware, leather and leather goods, motor cars 
and lorries, cycles, paints, varnishes and dves, cutlery 
and table ware. 

The stands consisted of four rows of wooden huts 
of a total length of about three miles. Arrangements 
are being made already for participation on a larger 
scale next year. It is expected that foreign countries 
wili then be well represented, and it would be a mistake 
for United Kingdom firms to ignore the Fair.

FRENCH COLONIAL EXHIBITION. 


A Bill has been laid before the French Chamber of 
Deputies in regard to the French Colonial Exhibition to 
be held at Marseilles in 1922. The Bill proposes to 
give the French Colonial Minister authority to spend 
400,000 francs in organising various Colonial exhibits. 

The Exhibition was originally intended for 1915. but 
was, of course, postponed on account of the war. 





PROPOSED FAIR AT CAEN. 

The Department of Overseas Trade is informed that 
it is proposed to hold a Fair at Caen in the spring of 
1921, under the auspices of the local Chamber of Com- 
merece. It is not intended to compete with the greater 
fairs at Lyons and Paris, the exhibits being mainly 
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products of Lower Normandy, such as live-stock, Norop 
pottery, Bayeux porcelain, and lace from Bayeux, Caep 
and Alencon. 





PRAGUE SAMPLE FAIR. 


The exhibition of samples of foreign and domestic 
wares to be held in Prague in September, is to be 
organized somewhat on the model of the Lyons Sample 
Fair. It will be managed by a company which has 
been incorporated by the municipality of Prague with 
an initial capital of 2,000,000 crowns. Pernranent 
officers have been selected from among the city’s lead. 
ing merchants, bankers, and manufacturers. The Fair 
opens on 5th September and closes 28th September. 
The management will supply information on import 
and export regulations, prices, etc., and enquiries 
should be addressed ‘‘ Prazské veletrhy, Staromestskj 
Radnice, Prague, Pohemia.’’

IMPORTS AND EXPOKTS IN MARCH. 

The Trade Returns for March, 1920, published by the 
Department of Statistics, India, show imports amounting to 
nearly Rs.24 crores (£23,886,000), an increase of nearly Rs.9 
crores (£8,626,000), and exports (including re-exports) to 
nearly 32 crores (£31,532,000) (which surpassed all previous 
records), an increase of nearly Rs.9 crores (£8,865,000), as 
compared with the same month of 1919. The most 
important increases under exports were in raw cotton, jute 
gunny cloth, seeds, lac and rice, and under imports in cotton 
piece-goods, sugar, motor cars and motor cycles, iron and 
steel, and kerosene oil. During March of the pre-war year, 
1914, imports amounted to Rs.15 crores (£10,308,000), and 
exports (including re-exports) to Rs.23 crores (£15,656,000). 

During the twelve months, April to March, 1919-20, im- 
ports amounted to Rs.208 crores (£208,000,000), a record 
figure, showing an increase of Rs.39 crores (£38,965,000), 
as compared with 1918-19. Exports (including re-exports) 
increased by Rs.73 crores (£73,146,000) to Rs.327 crores 
(£327 ,028,000), also a record figure.

REGISTRATION OF EXTRA-PROVINCIAI 
COMPANIES IN ONTARIO. 
(From F. W. Field, H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 


TORONTO. 

The following information as to the granting of licences 
bv the Ontario Government to extra provincial corporations 
will be of interest to United Kingdom firms contemplating 
establishment in Ontario. ae | 

The application for a licence must be by petition of the 
corporation addressed to the Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
and executed by the proper officers of the corporation under 
the corporate seal. 

Facts REQUIRED. 

The petition must state material facts, such as:— | 

(1) The name of the Kingdom, Dominion, State, Province, 
or other jurisdiction under the laws of which the applicant 
corporation was incorporated and is working. | 

(2) Its corporate name, which must not contain the words 
“loan,” “mortgage,” ‘“trust,’? “trusts,” “investment, Or 
‘“ouarantee’’ in connection or in combination with any of 
the words ‘corporation,’ ‘‘company,’ ‘“‘association, OF 
‘“society.”’ or in combination or connection with any similar 
collective term, nor the word ‘‘imperial,’’ or other title 
signifving Royal or Government support or patronage, such 
as “Crown.” ‘King’s,’ ‘“Queen’s,’’ etc., unless there is 
some real Tmperial Crown connection which gives a well- 
founded claim to recognition. and unless it can he shown 
on clear evidence that there is a long and bona-fide user, 
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and that the name is so used as not to convey any sugges- 
tion of Government support or patronage. 

(3) That the corporate name is not objectionable upon any 
public ground, and that it is not that of any known corpora- 
tion or association, incorporated or unincorporated, or of 
any partnership or individual doing business in Ontario, or 
a name under which any known business is being carried on 
in Ontario, or so nearly resembling the same as to deceive. 

(4) The date and manner of its incorporation. 

(5) The place where its head office is situated. 

(6) Whether its existence is limited by statute or other- 
wise, and if so, the period of its existence yet to elapse, and 
whether its existence may be lawfully extended. 

(7) Whether it is a valid and subsisting corporation. 

(8) Whether it has capacity to hold land, and if so, the 
conditions, if any, under which such land is to be held. 

(9) Whether it has capacity to carry on business in 
Ontario. 

(10) Its authorised powers set out in full. 

(11) The powers which it desires to exercise in Ontario. 

(12) The amount of its authorised capital, and whether 
such capital is divided into shares, and if so, how. 

(13) The amount of its subscribed capital. 

(14) The amount of its paid-up capital. 

(15) The amount of capita] which the corporation desires 
authority to use in Ontario. 

(16) Its head office, or other chief place of business in 
Ontario. 

(17) The name, description and place of residence of its 
chief agent or representative in Ontario. 

(18) That the corporation has authorised the making of 
the application and has duly appointed an attorney for 
service of process, 

(19) The name, description and place of residence of such 
attorney; and 

(20) Such further and other information as the Provincial 
Secretary may require. 

Otuer REQUIREMENTS. 

The contents of, the signatures to, and the impression of 
the corporate seal upon the petition must be verified hy 
affidavit or statutory declaration. 

If the application be on behalf of a corporation in- 
eorporated under the laws of anv of the Provinces of the 
Dominion of Canada, a copy of its letters patent. certified 
by the secretary of such province or other proper officer 
having the custody of the papers. and duly verified by such 
official, must be produced with the application. 

If the application be on behalf of a corporation incor- 
porated under the laws of Great Britain and Ireland, the 
copy of the memorandum and articles of association pro- 
duced must he certified to be a true conv by the Recistrar 
of Joint Stock Companies at London, Edinburgh, or Dublin. 
as the case may he. 

If the annlication be on behalf of a cornoration incor- 
porated under the laws of one of the United States of 
America, the evidence of incorporation must consist of a 
duly certified cony of the papers originally and (if anv) 
snhsequently filed in the Department of the Secretary of 
State, or other proner officer having the custody of the 
paners, and dulv verified bv such officer. 

Evidence should be filled that the conies of the creating 
instruments filed, or of amendments thereto. are trne and 
correct copies of all records affecting the status of the cor- 
poration or varvine the terms of its original incorporation. 

Powrr or ATTORNEY. 

A person resident in Ontario. or a company having its 
head office in the Province, must be anvointed bv the apnli- 
cant cornoration to be its attorney, and a copy of the power 
of attornev so empowering such person or company, dulv 
execnted for the purpose under the seal of the cornoration. 
must he transmitted with the papers. This is required even 
when the cornoration is incorporated mnder the Jaws of the 
Dominion and has its head office in Ontario. The nower 
itself mav contain any provisions not inconsistent with the 
dnties of the attorney to be exercised under the laws of the 
Province; but it must include words expressly authorising 
the attorney. 

“To act as such, and to sue and be sued. plead and 
he impleaded in anv Court in Ontario, and venerallv on 
behalf of the corporation and within Ontario to accept 
service of process, and to receive all Jawful notices, and. 
for the purposes of the cornoration to do al] acts. and 
to execute all deeds and other instruments relating to 
the matters within the scope of the power of attornev.”’ 

The power of attorney must also provide that until due 
lawful notice of the appointment of another and subsequent 
attorney has been given to and accepted by the Provincial 
Secretary, service of process or of papers and notices unon 
the person or company mentioned in the original or other 
power last filled with the Provincial Secretary shall be 
accepted by the applicant corporation as sufficient service in 
the premises. 
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The consent of the attorney to act as such, with ap 
affidavit or declaration verifying the execution of the same, 
must be filled. 

FEEs. 


When the proposed capital of an applicant company js 
40,000 dols., or less, the fee is 100 dols. 

When the proposed capital is more than 40,000 dols., but 
does not exceed 100,000 dols., the fee is 110 dols., plus 1 dol, 
for every 1,000 dols., or fractional part thereof in excess of 
40,000 dols. 

When the proposed capital is more than 100,000 dols., but 
does not exceed 1,000,000 dols. the fee is 160 dols. plus 2-59 
dois. for every 10,000 dols. or fractional part thereof in 
excess of 100,000 dols. 

When the proposed capital is more than 1,000,000 dols, 
the fee is 385 dols. for the first 1,000,000 dols. plus 2-4 
dols. for every 10,000 dols. or fractional part thereof in 


excess of 1,000,000 dols. 


ExTRA-Proyvincial Corporations Act. 

United Kingdom firms proposing to carry on business in 
Ontaria become subject to the Extra-Provincial Corporations 
Act. This Act applies only to incorporated firms. The fee 
payable is based on the amount of capital the petitioners 
desire to use in the Province of Ontario, 100 dols. being the 
minimum fee, which allows a capital of 40,000 dols.

RESULT OF FUR AUCTION SALES. 
(From H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner.) 


MonrTREAL. 

The fur auction sales announced in the ‘‘Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of Ist April took place in Montreal from 22nd 
March to 29th March, and were conducted by the Canadian 
Fur Auction Sales, Limited. 

The sale was of particular interest, as it is very many years 
since a Canadian atiction of furs has been held. The attend. 
ance of buyers was excellent, at times exceeding 600. There 
was a large contingent from the United States, in addition 
to buyers from other foreign countries. 

The total amount realised was slightly over 5,000,000 dols.. 
a result considered so satisfactory that it is probable other 
fur auctions will be held. Ermine was the only fur which 
showed any signs of falling below the market, other kinds 
realising about or slightly above New York and St. Louis 
prices. 

The following figures show the ranges of prices for various 
kinds of furs. It will be noted that the sales included im- 
ported skins.

TREASURE FROM THE UNITED STATES. 


What helped to swell the value of the imports from the 
United States was the £9,128,891 worth of treasure sent to 
the Colony, mainly in the form of silver and gold coins 
(“Double eagles’’). French Indo-China ranks second owing 
to the large imports of rice and tin last year. In the North 
China total, treasure valued at £3,340,056 is included. 
Imports from Vladivostock were confined entirely to 
treasure. Of this £7,997,998 comprised British gold coins. 
Imports of treasure from the United States mav be split up 
under the following heads:—‘‘Double eagles,’’ or the 20- 
dolar gold coins of the United States. £8,231,468: silver 
bars and ingots. £752,380; silver subsidiary coins, £139.980. 

Exports to nlaces in the British Emnire were valued at 
£18.993,145, China ahsorbing no less than £52,812,380, or 
over 50 per cent. of the total. 

The total trade of Hongkong in 1919, therefore, was 
£194,.594.642, which represents an increase of "£64,041 ,333 
on the figures of 1918. 

Honekong is essentially an entrepot where merchandise 
from all ports of the world changes hands or ships, or both. 

The Colony produces nothing, animal, vegetable, or 
mineral of any account from the world trade point of view. 
Its local consumption, except in the case of materials for 
shinbuilding, ship repairing. and shin furnishing, is, from 
asimilar relative noint of view. negligible. There are. it is 
true, besides shinbuilding. loca] manufacturing industries 
of verv considerable importance, which absorb large quanti- 
ties of raw or semi-raw materials, notably crude tin, raw 
sugar, and raw tobacco. byt the products of the tin and 
ce refineries are destined almost wholly for re-exporta- 
on. 

Whilst it was anticinated that the trade of Honekone 
would reach during 1919 the hich record of the previous 
year, the trade returns just published show that it exceeded 
all anticipations. The openine of trade with Fmrope has 
hot vet heen followed by as brisk a renewal of shipment of 
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Chinese raw materials and other products to the United 


Kingdom or the Continent of Europe as was expected. It 
is believed that the main reason for this has been the 
general uncertainty in business conditions in South China. 
It is considered that much of the import trade during the 
_ was only rendered possible by the high exchange of 
silver.

DENMARK. 
TRADE CONDITIONS AND PROSPECTS. 


(From Richard Turner, Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Legation.) 





CoPENHAGEN. 


Danish trade during the first quarter of the current year 
has been influenced by two factors—the fall in the value of 
the Danish kroner abroad, and the uncertainty of the 
political situation at home, whereby the labour situation 
was rendered most uncertain. 

The decline in the rate of exchange for the Danish kroner, 
with the corresponding rise in the cost to Denmark of 
the foreign currencies, and particularly the sterling and 
dollars, needed to finance her imports, was anxiously 
followed by Danish business men and by the Danish Govern- 
ment. 

During the quarter the Government introduced a Bill, 
the intention of which was to make all imports into the 
country absolutely dependent upon the consent of the 
Financial Council, which had been constituted at the end 
of 1919. to advise as to the best means of regularising the 
financial position of the country. The Bill received a mixed 
reception. While the trading community as a whole de- 
precated the introduction of further Government restrictions 
on trade, many merchants were so impressed with the great 
excess in the value of imports over exports shown by the 
statistics for 1919, that they were prepared to submit to 
restrictions which were believed to be for the good of the 
country. The large banks, all of whom are represented on 
the Financial Council, were of this opinion. Other traders 
and a large number of manufacturers doubted the efficacy 
of the policy proposed. and the agricultural interests 
resolutely opposed the Bill. There was question of its 
modification to meet the requirements of its opponents, but 
after the political crisis at the end of March it was semi- 
officially announced that the new Ministry would drop the 
Bill. The Financial Council will therefore, so far as is 
known, continue to exercise such restrictive powers on the 
import of articles of luxury as it can without the assistance 
of legislative machinery. - 


TRADE. 


Despite the general desire to see the imports of the countrv 
brought down approximately to the value of the countrv’s 
income, and the efforts of the Financial Council with that 
object, Danish imports during the first auarter of the cur- 
rent year continued to be very considerably in excess of the 
value of the exports. 

By the end of February Denmark had imported goods to 
the value of 461,000,000 kroners, and exnorted goods to the 
value of 213.000.0000 kroners. During February there was an 
increase in the value of imports and a decrease in that of 
exports as compared with the previous month. 

Of the imports, the following ficures for Fehruarv mav be 
noted. Textile goods to the value of 57.000,000 kroners: 
175.000 tons of coal and cokes (mainly from the United 
Kinedom), 24.000.000 kroners;: groceries, 19,000.000 kroners 
(8 2-8rds millions kroners in January); uneround corn, 
pulses and fodderstuffs, 17,000,000 kroners ; various veretab'e 
materials (mainly linseed. sova beans and copra), 10.90.00 
kroners: oils, etc. (especially petrolerm. benzene and fuel 
oils), 15,000,000 kroners. During the first two months of the 
vear Denmark imported (in metric tons) 5,487 iron ore: 1,168 
iron I and U girders: 11,150 black plates: 1.6469 tinplates: 
1.768 drawn pipes; 2.046 cast-iron pipes: 4.406 rails; 4.467 
raw unrol'ed iron wire: 1.051 screws and bolts, ete. The 
imports of iron goods show a considerable increase over the 
corresponding months of 1919. 

It will be remembered that it was nart of the undeclared 
noliev of the Financial Council not to withhold credit« far 
pavment of orders which had heen placed before 15th De- 
cembher Iest, on which date the Council came into heine, It 
is probable that the great majority of the goods which came 
forward during Janusarv and February were the resnit of 
such orders. It is hoped that as time goes on that the 
influence of the Council towards restricting imports will -be 
able ta make itself felt. 
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[IMMEDIATE PROSPECTS. 


[un the meantime the general public would appear to be 
buying readily, possibly inspired by a fear of rising prices, 
although the Danes, who have always been good buyers, with 
a growing tendency to prefer good articles even it more 
expensive, have, in these days of high wages, developed a 
taste for buying which would appear to need no other incen- 
tive than the increased inclination towards luxury and 
comfort. 

At present it would seem unlikely that there is much new 
business to be done with Denmark except in necessities. By 
the end of the summer, however, existing stocks of goods 
will probably be considerably reduced, and, unless the Danish 
financial situation by that date has further deteriorated, 
there should be considerable business to be done in the 
autumn and winter. British business men who have oppor- 
tunity would, therefore, be well advised to visit the country 
in the meantime, in order, by visiting customers together 
with their Danish agents, to make themselves acquainted 
with the probable requirements of the country. 


INDUSTRY. 


Besides labour troubles, Danish indusiries have experi- 
enced great difficulties in regard to fuel. The comparatively 
small quantity of fuel obtainable has been exceedingly ex- 
pensive. In addition to this, it should be borne in mind that 
raw materials have to be imported into the country, and 
that it is maintained that the Danish tariff, which is based 
on pre-war scales, does not afford the same protection to 
Danish industries as formerly. When these factors are 
taken in conjunction with the exceedingly high scales of 
wages and reduced output, to which allusion has been made 
before, it will be seen that a certain amount of pessimism 
is justified as to the future economic possibility of Danish 
industries as a whole. Certain old-established undertakings, 
particularly those manufacturing specialised articles, are, of 
course, less threatened; but any hopes that Danes might 
have cherished of developing the industrial activity of the 
country would seem in the present circumstances doomed to 
disappointment. Owing to the low value of the mark, 
German wages are far below the wages obtained in Denmark. 
This results not onlv in German goods—e.g.. cast-iron stoves 
—heing able to undersell the Danish article on the Danish 
market, but has led some Danish employers of labour—e.g., 
tailors and publishers—to send the materials, in the two 
cases quoted—cloth and paper—to Germany to be made up 
into the finished article. 

One of the most important export industrial articles 
during the quarter has been vegetable oils, of which 1,700 
metric tons coconut oil and 2,400 tons sova oil were ex- 
ported in January and February. The export of cement 
was, however, small, owing to the shortage of fuel, which 
has reduced the output to barely sufficient for home require- 
ments. The imports of wool amounted to about 330 tons in 
the first two months of the vear, while the exnort was 
600 tons, about 100 tons of which was Danish wool. From 
this it would appear that there are at the present moment 
stocks of wool sufficient for Danish requirements. The 
import of undved woollen varn amounted to 269 tons during 
the first two months, and of dved woollen varns to 127 tons. 
The import of cotton during the same period amounted to 
659 tons, and of cotton varns of various kinds to some 598 
tons. In connection with the textile industry, it may he of 
interest to note that it is stated that the German firms from 
whom most Danish spinning and weaving mills formerly 
obtained much of their machinery are no longer in a_posi- 
tion to deliver, and that an opening may therefore offer for 
British manufacturers. It mav be edded that in 1914 some 
17,000 nersons were engaged in the textile industries in 
Denmark. ' 

The metal working industries would seem to have been well 
employed, and the imports of raw and half-finished metals 
fairly adeanate. During the first two months there were 
imported 264 tons of raw copper and brass. 79 tons of zinc. 
37 tons of tin, and 775 tons of lead. Of the half-manufac- 
tured metal imports during the same period mav be men- 
‘tioned 1,129 tons of raw unrolled copper wire and 470 tons 
of other copper wire, 361 tons of zine plates, 152 tons of lead 
accumulator plates, and 332 tons of cables. 

Unemployment decreased steadily throughout the quarter. 
at the end of the first week in April the total number of 
persons in the whole countrv receiving unemplovment sup- 
port were 14,555, of whom 3.781 were in Copenhagen and 
the remainder in the provinces.

SHIPPING. 


The most important incident during the quarter has heen 
the amaleamation of the two shipping companies, the Danish 
Russian Steamshin Comnany and the steamshin company 
Gron, with the United Steamship Company. Each of the 
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two first-mentioned companies had a capital of 10,Qy), 
kroners, and their shares were redeemed at 535 and 525 te 
cent. respectively. By this transaction the United Stent 
ship Company obtains an immediate considerable increases 
its fleet, and by extending and developing its existing roy .

During the quarter the various Danish shipping COM panies 
have been declaring their dividends, and the results shor 
that 1919 was a very profitable vear. In the case of 4 
older companies large dividends were paid (reaching jn th 
case of the Dannebrog Steamship Company 135 per cent) 
the vessels of the various companies being written down ver 
low, and considerable sums placed to reserve, taxation 
account, and so on. |

35 per cent., Hafnia 75 per cent., Torm 70 per cent.., Danis) 
French Steamship Company 65 per cent., North Baltic Shi,

At the close of the quarter the strike of firemen and 609. 
men, together with that of the dock labourers, stopped all 
Danish sailings from home ports. | 

In regard to the labour and wage question and its probabl 
effect on Denmark’s economic future. it is of interest to note 
the complaints that appear in the press from time to tine 
regarding the expense of Copenhagen harbour. This ex. 
pense, if is argued, is mainlv due to the high wages paid 
and is resulting in ships avoiding Copenhagen where possible 
Tt is stated that Hamburg and German and other Balt 
ports are in consequence reaping the benefit of their cheaper 
terms.

POTTERY INDUSTRY OF FEZ AND MEKNEZ. 
(From H.M, Acting-Consul.) 

Fez. 

The principal articles of pottery manufacture in Fez are 

howls, jars, tiles, glazed and coloured goods, such as plates, 
dishes, and small lamps, 

The usual fuel is ‘‘ doum.’”’ or dwarf palm, but olive stones 

and skins and similar refuse from the oil presses in the town 

are also used. 


COLOURING AND GLAZE. 


The colours emp'oyed to ornament the pottery are blue, 
green, vellow. and black. The blue dve is imported from the 
United Kingdom, and is known as “ beriva.”? The green is 
obtained from an amalgam of copper and lead, the yellow 
from earth brought from Ghiatsa, near Fez, and known 4 
“safar’’ (yellow), and the black from another kind of earth 
from the near neighbourhood of Fez. The secret of the 
light-blue dye, which was formerly used, and which 1s seen 
on old tiles and pottery, has been lost. 

The glaze used is made from lead, pewter, copper, and a 
white sand obtained from the neighbourhood of Meknez. 
The lead is obtained from the lead paper used for packing 
tea, being hought up all over the country. The pewter 's 
obtained by melting down old pewter teapots, the usual

reapot used in Morocco, and the copper by melting down old 
copper cooking utensils. Scraps and shavings of brass and 
copper are bought up from the coppersmiths, and also 
yulised. The tiles have only one face dipped into the glaze 
and dye, but other articles, such as plates, are plunged 
mpletely into the glazing mixture. . 

The designs, which are varied, but all conventional, are 
ainted on by hand. 

In one part of the potteries there is a machine introduced 
»y the French for making large tiles. The designs, which 
we not Moorish, are stencilled on, and four tiles make up 
ihe pattern.

THe MreKNEz PortTerirs. 


The potteries at Meknez are not so extensive as those al 
fez, but are of the same description. One section specialises 
reproducing the old Moorish designs. The secret of many of 
he old colours has been lost, but experimental work tor 
overal months has resulted in the reproduction of some of 
them, while hopes are entertained that the others may also 
ie recovered :

Considerable quantities of square tiles for floors and walls, 
ynamented with designs copied from old Moorish tiles, are 
ww being manufactured at Meknez and exported to France, 
shile others, made in plain colours, are mostly sent to Rabat, 
Yarrakesh, and other towns for local use. 

Large plates and dishes and jars of various shapes and 
sizes, are also made in the Meknez poiteries, and ornamented 
sith designs in blue, green, yellow, and other colours. Some 
of these are exported to France as ‘‘ objets dart,” but the 
neater part are at present sold locally. . . | 

Curved green tiles, used for roofing, and a thin brick for 
iwilding purposes are also made.

TRADE DEVELOPMENTS. 
(Krom H.M. Vice-Consul.) 
Porto AMELIA. 

Commercial prospects for the fuiure of the territory 

sverned by the Compania do Nyassa are good. Everything 
wints to extensive developments taking place in the country 
this year. The Government is re-organising its administra- 
‘in, and there is every reason to believe that there will be 
sod openings tor British trade. 
The country is still in a very undeveloped siute, and one 
sunable to estimate adequately its resources. When the 
wustruction of the proposed railway irom Porto Amelia to 
lake Nyassa becomes an accomplished fact, with the con- 
wjuent opening up of the interior, white planters will no 
loubt be attracted to the country and increase the exports 
ithe very valuable products which are at present cultivated 
wostly by the natives. : 

Up to October last merchants were considerably hampered 
y we lack of shipping facilities, the only steamers calling 
ling the monthly coastal service of the Mmpresa Nacional 
ine, and even this was very irregular. During the last 
quarter of the vear three British steamers called at Porto 
duelia, and merchants were enabled to ship out a large pro- 
wrtion of their produce to the Kuropean markets and to 
fanzibar. Commerce would be facilitated by direct com- 
wunication between Porto Amelia, Ibo and Bombay. Betore 
the war the German Bombay-Kast African service ran a 
regular monthly service in this regard. 

A large proportion of the cotton and fancy goods imported 
wme at present from India, and they appear to be popular 
with the natives. During the latter part of the year British 
European) commercial houses opened at Porto Amelia and 
lo, The opening of a British bank at Porto Amelia or 
lo would be a great boon to the country and of great 
sistance to local merchants and others. The lack of proper 
woking facilities in this country has greatly hampered 
‘Mmmerce in the past. 

The wholesale trade of the coast is now more equally 
‘vided than in pre-war days, when German firms practically 
iad the monopoly. The principal wholesale houses operating 
‘sist of four British (one HKuropean and three Indian), 
and one Continental. It is reported that several English 
irms intend to open branches here shortly. The wholesale 
uses run their own retail stores, and these are mostly 
uanaged by British Indians. There are also some 20 to 30 
British Indians trading on their own account, and these 
‘maller Indian traders are for the most part financed by the 
val wholesale houses.

In both instances the figures are 1n excess of those of the 
previous year, which is chiefly due to the more frequent 
calling of shipping at Tutuoya and to the greater facilities 
afforded to purchasers in the United States and in the United 
Kingdom since the termination of the war. Foodstuffs have 
continued to be exported, and there is every hope, now that 
Inuize, farinha, etc., have obtained a footing on the United 
Kingdom markets, that the shipment of these products will 
greatly increase. 

OPENINGS FoR NEW ENTERPRISES. 

The State of Piauhy is a vast field for new enterprises and 
undertakings, especially in the cattle and agriculture line, 
and if to-day it is not as far ahead as it might be, the want 
ol labour has been the cause of great difficulty. 

Transport from the interior to Parnahyba and Tutuoya, 
the shipping towns, is not of the best, and the Parnahyba 
tiver is practically the only means of getting produce down. 
Railways are also needed. The one under construction, viz., 
the Kstrada de Ferro Amarraca to Campo Maior is pro- 
gressing slowly, but now that material can be more easily 
obtained this should go ahead more rapidly. This will also 
assist In the output of the State’s produce when completed. 


CUBA. 
THE 1920 SUGAR CROP, 

li is predicted that the value of this year’s sugar crop may 
reach a total that will almost equal, if not surpass, the value 
of the last three years’ crops put together. April prices were, 
according to the Canadian Trade Commissioner at Havana, 
13 cents a lb. t.o.b. Cuba for crude. This year’s estimated 
production of 4,200,000 tons will, on this basis, be worth in 
the neighbourhood of 1,200 million dols. On an estimate of 
10 cents a Ib. as the average price Cuba will get for this 
season’s crop, the value of her sugar will he 940,800,000 dols. 
on an estimate of 4,200,000 tons.

ORGANISATION OF HOLDERS OF FOREIGN 
SECULITIES. 

A Protective Union ior holders of foreign securities has 
been tormed in Berlin. The objects of this Union are: — 

1. To obtain a clear understanding as to the prices of the 
securities. 

2. ‘To induce the German Government to consult further 
with experts as to these prices and also on the matter of 
indemnity. 

3. To call upon the Government to negotiate as speedily 
as possible with the Reparations Commission for a clear 
settiement. The Union will also approach the Cabinet and 
the Committee of Fifteen of the National Assembly, which, 
in the opinion of the Finance Ministry, are the bodies which 
will have to sanction the lines on which the expropriation 
will be made. 





NETHERLANDS. 
STABILISATION OF THE GERMAN EXCHANGE. 


A joint stock company has recently been formed at The 
Hague, with a capital of 20,000,000 German marks, which 
has for its object the improvement of the German rate of 
exchange by concentrating the holdings of German marks 
in the Netherlands. 

It is also proposed to establish several investments for 
German marks by means of mortgages and the purchase of 
immovable property in the principal cities and towns of 
Germany. 








POLAND. 


PRIVATE BANKS AND EXCHANGE OFFICES. 
Warsaw. 


A Bill has been presented by the Minister of Finance to 
the Polish Diet regarding the regulations for the establish- 
ment of private banks and exchange offices in Poland. The 
Bill has not yet been passed by the Diet, but as it was 
unanimously agreed upon by the members of the Financial 
Parliamentary Commission representing the different parties 
in the Diet, it is probable that it will not be modified. 

It is also understood that the Ministry has submitted to 
the Diet a scheme regarding the granting of concessions to 
foreign banks in Poland. 

The policy of the Government would probably consist in 
not admitting foreign banks as such to operate in Poland, 
but_the Polish State would welcome the participation of 
British capital in banks which are already established, or in 
new banks, provided that they will submit to general laws 
regulating the operations of banks in the Polish State—in 
other words, that they would submit to Polish legislation 
and control. 

The Polish State in this respect is adopting the policy of 
the former Russian Empire which, with the exception of the 
concession granted to the Crédit Lyonnais, which at that 
time was one of the conditions of a loan which Russia floated 
in France, never granted any concessions to foreign banks 
for their operation in Russia. 


TEXT OF THE BILL. 


The text of the present Bill is given helow :— 

Art. 1.—Concessions for the opening of private banks and 
exchange offices will be issued by the Minister of Finance, 
under whose control these institutions will be placed. 
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FiaNANCE AND BANKING —continued. 





Private banks will be allowed to carry on general bank 
business. Kxchange otlices will have tne right ot ettectj 
only cash exchange transactions, and to seil and purchay 
bonds which wili be quoted at a Polish xchange. 

This Decree does not apply, with the exception of Sectig, 
2, Art. 9, to Joint Stock and Co-operative banks, and gy¢, 
credit institutions the statutes of which have been contirmy 
by the Government. 

Art. 2.—All transactions referred to in Art. 1 will & 
carried out only by persons authorised and in premigg 
allocated tor that purpose, 

Art. 3.—The Minister of Finance will have the right;— 

(1) to grant concessions or to refuse permissions tor th 
opening of private banks and exchange offica, 
according to his Own appreciation ; 

(2) to fix the minimum capital of such institutions; 

(3) to exercise a control over all transactions and to igs, 
such regulations as will be necessary for the exe. 
cising of this control and tor fixing of expensy 
connected with same. 

Art. 4.—Persons desirous to obtain a concession will hay 
to present, simultaneously with the application, a certificat 
proving that they possess the necessary capital for carrying 
on the business. 

Art. 5.—Apart from taxes the concessionnaires will] be 
obliged to pay at the time when the concession is granted 
a special tax in gold amounting to 1 per cent. of the capital, 
This latter tax cannot be smaller than 1,000 marks in gold, 

Art. 6.—Persons who have obtained concessions in accord. 
ance with Arts. 4 and 5 will be obliged, before the concession 
is granted, to deposit with the Polish Loan Bank, in cas) 
or in Polish bonds, as a security, 10 per cent. of the capital, 
This security will remain deposited as long as the busines 
is carried on. 


Art. 7.—It will be prohibited to transter concessions i 
third parties without the consent of the Minister of Finance, 
or to lease or pledge them. 


Art. 8.—Concessionnaires will have to submit to the follov. 
ing regulations : — 

(1) to keep books in accordance with the regulations of 
usual commercial book-keeping ; 

(2) to execute all orders of the Ministry of Financ 
which will be issued in accordance with this Decree 
and of a general character, also those referring 
to undertakings of a special character. (Art. 
3, §3); . . 

(3) to submit at the request of the Ministry of Finance 
all information regarding the position of the 
undertaking. 

The owners of these institutions will be obliged to publish 
statements regarding their undertakings in the ‘‘Gazette 
and in such organs of the press which will be fixed by the 
Minister of Finance. 


Art. 9.—Banking institutions mentioned in Art. 1 ar 
subject to Government control in accordance with Art. 3, §% 
of this Decree. 

The Minister of Finance will also have the right to exercise 
a similar control over Joint Stock Banks, Co-operative 
Banks, and over such banks the statutes of which have beet 
confirmed by the Government. 

The rights and duties of persons exercising such contr 
will be fixed and published by the Minister of Finance. 


Art. 10.—The non-fulfilment or the transgression of the 
regulations of this Decree will be punished by fue 
up to 500,000 marks, or by prison up to % 
months if payment cannot be made. In case of repetition 
of such a transgression or non-fulfilment of regulations, and 
in case of a criminal conviction of a concessionnaire, the 
Minister of Finance will have the right to withdraw the cot 
cession and confiscate the deposit. (Art. 6.) In such cases 
private banks will be liquidated and the exchange offices 
closed. 

Any transgression of Art. 2 of this decree will be punished 
by fine of 500,000 marks. 


Art. 11.—This Decree comes into force on the day of its 
publication. At the same time all decrees regulating bank- 
ing operations published until the coming into force of this 
Decree become null and void in so far as they are contr 
dictory with the contents of this Decree. 


Art. 12.—Owners of private banks and exchange offices 
operating on the day on which this Decree comes into 7 
will be obliged, within a specified time to be fixed by ™ 
Minister of Finance, to obtain the concession for carrying 
their business on the lines laid down by this Decree. sa 

Art. 18.—The carrying out of this Decree will be exercis 
by the Minister of Finance, with the exception of Posnanis, 
where it will be carried out by the Minister for Posnamia.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


COPYRIGHT ARRANGEMENT WITH GREAT 
BRITAIN. 

With reference to the notice which appeared on page 138 
of the *‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ on 29th January, 1920, 
the following is the text of the Proclamation made by the 
President of the United States of America :— 

TExt. 

Whereas it is provided by the Act of Congress of 4th 
March, 1909, entitled ‘‘ An Act to Amend and Consolidate 
the Acts Respecting Copyright,’ that the provisions of 
Section 1 (e) of said Act, ‘‘so far as they secure copyright 
controling the parts ot instruments serving to reproduce 
mechanicaily the musical work, shall include only composi- 








tions published and copyrighted after this Act goes into 


eltect, and shall not inciude the works of a foreign author 
or composer unless the foreign State or nation of which such 
author or composer Is a Citizen or subject grants, either by 
treaty, colvention, ayreement, or law, to citizens ot the 
United States simiuar rights ”’: 

And Whereas 1t is iurtner provided that the copyright 
secured by tne Act shall extenu to the Work of an autuor 
or proprietor who is a citizen or subject of a toreign state 
or ualuon, UlIY UpO Certain COud1Liows sev TOrth ln Section 
d OF sald Act, to wit: 

(a) When an alien author or proprietor shall be domiciled 
within the United States at the time of the nrsv publication 
uf his work; or 

(b) When the foreign State or nation of which such author 
or proprievor 18 @ Clluzen or Subject grants, either by treaty, 
cuobvention, agreelueht, or law, to Citizens ol the Unitea 
States the beueNt of copyrigut on substautiuilly we same 
basis as lO 1US OWD CillZeus, ou.

works by citizens o1 the Uniteu States, the exisuence of which 
shali be aetermined by a copyright prociamation issued by 
the President ot the United states, shail be entitled to the 
protection conferred by the copyright laws of the United 
States trom and atter the accomplishment, before the expira- 
tion Of hiteen months aiter tne date of the President’s 
proclamation of peace, of the conditions and tormalities

of this Act.” 

And Whereas the President is authorised to determine and 
declare by proclamation the existence of similar protection 
for works by citizens of the United States as the purposes 
ot the Act may require; 

And Whereas satisfactory official assurance has been given 
by the Government of Great Britain that, by virtue of the 
authority conferred by the British Copyright Act, 1911, a 
British Order in Council was duly issued on 9th February, 
1920, directing that: — 


‘“1. The Copyright Act, 1911, shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of the said Act and of this Order, apply to works 
first published in the United States of America between 
lst August, 1914, and the termination of the war, which 
have not been republished prior to the commencement of 
this Order in the parts of His Majesty’s Dominions to 
which this Order applies, in like manner as if they had 
been first published within the parts of His Majesty’s 
Dominions to which the said Act extends: 


‘‘ Provided that the enjoyment by any work of the 
rights conferred by the Copyright Act, 1911, shall be con- 
ditional upon publication of the work in the Dominions

io which this Order relates not later than six months aiter 
the termination ot the war, and shali commence from and

‘4, This Order shail apply to all His Majesiy’s 
Dominions, Colonies, and Possessions with the exception oi 
those hereinaiter named, that is to say: The Dominion 
ot Canada; ‘the Commonwealth ot Australia; The 
Dominion ot New Zealand; ‘the Union of South Africa; 
Newtoundland. 


‘5. Nothing in this Order shall be construed as depriv- 
ing any work of any rights which have been lawtully 
acquired under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 1911, 
or any Order in Council thereunder. 


‘6. This Order shall take effect as from the 2nd day 
of February, 192U, which day is in this Order referred to 
as the commencement of this Order. 

‘‘And the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Treasury are to give the necessary orders accordingly.”’ 


Now therefore, 1, Woodrow Wilson, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby declare and proclaim 

1. That one ot the alternative conditions specified in 
Sections 1 (e) and 8 (b) of the Act of 4th March, 1909, and 
Acts amendatory thereof, including the Act of 18th Decem- 
ber, 1919, now exists and is fulfilled and since 2nd February, 
1920, has been fulfilled in respect to the subjects of Great 
Britain and the British Dominions, Colonies and Possessions, 
with the exception of the self governing Dominions of 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and New- 
foundland, and that such British subjects are entitled to all 
the benefits of the Copyright Act of 4th March, 1909, and 
the Acts amendatory thereof, including the Act of 18th De 
cember, 1919, for all of their works first published in Great 
Britain between lst August, 1914, and before the President’s 
proclamation of peace, and not already published in the 
United States: 

Provided that the enjoyment by any work of the rights 
and benefits conferred by the Copyright Act of 4th March, 
1909, and the Acts amendatory thereof, including the Act 
of 18th December, 1919, shall be conditional upon compliance 
with the requirements and formalities prescribed with 
respect to such works by the copyright laws of the United 
States before the expiration of fifteen months after the date 
of the President’s proclamation of peace, and shall commence 
from and after compliance with those requirements, con- 
stituting due registration for copyright in the United States. 

2. That in the case of musical works to which this pro- 
clamation relates, and provided that no contrivances, includ- 
ing records, perforated rolls and other devices by means of 
which the work may be mechanically performed, have been 
lawfully made or placed on sale within the United States 
before 2nd February, 1920, copyright shall include the special 
benefit of Section 1 (e) of the Copyright Act of 4th March, 
1909, namely ‘‘ copyright controlling the parts of instruments 
serving to reproduce mechanically the musical work.” 

3. Nothing in this proclamation shall be construed to 
abrogate or limit any rights and benefits conferred under the 
reciprocal arrangements with Great Britain or its self- 
governing Dominions providing for copyright protection 
heretofore proclaimed. 

This proclamation shall take effect as from the 2nd day 
of February, 1920.

TANGANYIKA TERRITORY. 
PORT AND SHIPPING DUES. 

A Proclamation entitled the ‘‘Ports and Shipping Pro- 
clamation, 1920,” has been issued by the Administrator of 
the Tanganvika Territory, which specifies the powers of Port 
and Health Officers, and imposes a penalty for non-com- 
pliance with the directions of these officers. 

It imposes compulsory pilotage for the Port of Dar-es- 
Salaam, but gives power to exempt particular ships. It also 
reduces the fees payable in respect of port and light dues 
irom 31 cents to 10 cents per ton. The details of the charges 
are as follows: — 

(a) Port dues will be charged on every vessel entering 
any port at the rate of 5 cents per registered ton, 
except vessels Iving in the outer anchorage at 
Dar-es-Salaam for the purpose of landing or em- 
barking passengers or mails, but should any such 
vessel load or unload cargo, she will become 
chargeable. | 

(b) Light dues will be charged at the rate of 5 cents per 
registered ton, and the payment of light dues by 
a vessel in any port will exempt that vessel from 
the payment of further dues for a period of two 
calendar months from date of payment. 

Within any port the fees to be charged are :— 

For pilotage : — 

For any vessel not exceeding 1,000 net registered tons, 
Rs. 50. 

For any vessel exceeding 1,000 net registered tons, 
Rs. 75.

PROHIBITION OF SALE OF SHIPS TO FOREIGN 
OWNERS. 

By a Decree of 24th April last the period of delay fixed 
by Article 1 of the Law of 11th November, 1915, prohibiting 
the sale of ships to foreigners, has been prolonged for another 
vear. The other provisions of the 1915 Law will also appls 
during this extended period. 








ITALY. 
RAILWAY EXTENSION AND 
MLECPRIFICATION, 

The Chamber of Commerce of Arezzo, in order to correct 
inexact Information recently published regarding the 
situation of the new railway lines in Central Italy, has 
issued the following announcement : — 

(a) Double Line between Florence and Chiusi, 

The section Florence-Rignano is completed; the Rignano- 
Meisa section is under consideration for the purpose of re- 
ducing the amount of tunnelling ; the Meisa-Laterina section 
is under construction ; the Laterina-Cortona section is await- 
ing the approval of expenditure; the Cortona-Terontola sec- 
tion is to be commenced immediately, and the Terontola- 
Chiusi section is under construction. 





(b) Leghorn-Arezzo-Ancona Line. 

It is intended that this line shall be built by the State 
and be electrified. The Government Commission has made 
the following proposal:—Constructien of the section Leg- 
horn-Pontedera: alteration for main line traffic of the section 
Pontedera-Saline di Volterra ; construction of sections Saline 
di Volterra to Siena, and from Siena to Arezzo, making use 
of, in the latter section, of the line Monte San Savino-Arezzo 
already constructed from Sinalunga to Arezzo, the existing 
bridge over the Chiana to be widened ; construction of a line 
from Arezzo to San Sepolcro and Urbania, independent of the 
existing narrow-gauge railway Arezzo-Fossato, with tunnel 
under the Passo di Bocca Trabaria and passing by the Valle 
de] Metauro to Urbania; conversion for main-line trafic of 
the sections Urbania-Fermignano of the Fabriano-Urbino 
line, and the Fermignano-Fossombrone [ano line at present 
worked by a private company. 

(c) Umbertide-Nanse polcro-Facnza-Forli Line. 

The Government Commission has recognised the import- 
ance of the above line and has proposed that the section 
Sansepolcro-Borgo San Casciano-Castrocaro-Faenza be built 
as an electric main line by the State, and it is also stated 
in the Italian press that the Umbertide-Sansepolcero section 
IS almost certain to he similarly treated,

NORWAY. 
OPENING FOR MOTOR VEHICLES. 
(From H.M. Vice-Consul.) 
H AUGESUND. 
The ‘Permanente Kommunikationskomite,’? Haugesund, 
has taken up the question of establishing regular motor-car 
routes on the principal roads of the Haugesund Peninsula, 
and a number of such routes will probably be established. 
At present only two regular motor-car services are run- 
ning, these being special passenger and mail routes. No 
railways exist on the peninsula, and as there is very little 
snow during the winter months, motor-car traffic is possible 
during practically the whole year. 


PORTUGAL. 


SALE OF CARGOFRS OF EX-FNEMY_ SHIPS. 

A further Decree, dated 17th April, relating to cargoes 
formerly on board enemy vessels which have been seized by 
the Portuguese Government, provides for the sale of such 
cargoes as are still unclaimed or enemy property. 

It is understood that an additional Decree will be issued 
shortly in accordance with which fresh claims for goods will 
he admitted, and should the latter have meanwhile been 
sold or requisitioned, the owners, on substantiating their 
claims, will receive the proceeds of the sale, and in the 
latter case the market value of their property. 
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BOLIVIA. 
TAN ON MINING PROFTTS. 





La Paz. 


A new Law, promulgated on 26th February last, provides 
fur a progressive tax varying from 8 per cent. to 30 per cent., 
tu be levied on the profits of mining concerns operating in 
Bolivia. 

The profits are calculated at so much per cent, on the 
capital, the latter being taken as the paid-up capital, plus 
reserve funds, emergency tunds, or other similar assets up to 
a maximum sum eyual to the paid-up capital. In calculat- 
ing the net profit, 10 per cent. of the capital of the company 
may first be deducted and allowed free from tax. 

When the law was under discussion 2 commission of mine- 
ywners and other experts came over to La Paz from Oruro to 
lay their views before the Legislature, and several suggestions 
were made which, had they been accepted, would have made 
the Law a less onerous one than it is now considered by them 
to be. Their objections turned principally on the method of 
calculating the capital. Their contention was that it should 
be regarded as the paid-up capital plus all reserves ; whereas, 
by the Law, the most that a concern can expand its capital 
and reserves by is 100 per cent. of the paid-up capital. 

The mine owners also urged that the payment of taxes 
should be on dividends declared, but the Law as passed levies 
the tax on net profits and not on the amount of dividends. 
Their last contention, rejected as unconstitutional, was that 
the mining tax should not be increased during a period of 
ten years,

drt. 1.—From the date of the promulgation of this Law 
the profits of all mining concerns in general, however con- 
stituted, shall be liable to the following tax :— 

From the amount of the net profits 10 per cent. of the 
capital shall be deducted. This 10 per cent. shall be free ci 
tax.

Mining concerns whose profits are less than 20,000 Bs. a 
year are exempt from this tax. 

Art. 2.—For the purpose of this tax the capital of mining 
concerns constituted as limited liability companies or other- 
wise, shall be taken as the paid-up capital plus the reserve 
fund, emergency fund, or other similar assets which shall 
not exceed as regards the taxable amount, 100 per cent. of 
the paid-up capital. This addition of 100 per cent. of the 
capital shall only be made once. 

Art. 3.—As regards private companies the capital shall be 
taken from the Jast balance sheet and proved from the 
halances of the last five vears. Accumulated reserves and 
emergency funds shall be limited as laid down in Article 2. 

Art. 4.-_Limited liability companies, collective, partner- 
ship, or individual concerns, and others, shall pav the tax on 
their net profits as provided in Articles | and 2. 

Art, 5.—Limited liability companies. collective, partner- 
ship, or individual concerns, and others, shall only deduct 
from their assets in the following proportion :— 

On the purchase price of property and buildings, 5 
per cent. 

On machinery 10 per cent. 

Salaries and bonuses to employees shall not exceed 
20 per cent. of the production. 

Art. 6.—Profits from the stores and shops of mining con- 
cerns, or the rents yielded therefrom, shall be considered as 
an integral part of the mining business. 

Art 7.—To ascertain the truth and correctness of the 
halances shown by the companies and mining concerns in 
general, the Executive is empowered to order all the necessary 
enquiries to be made, and in the event of any fraud being 
discovered it shall impose as penalty a fine equal to double 
the amount of the tax which ought to have heen paid. 

Art. 8.—Articles 2, 3, 7. 8, 9, 10 and 12 of the Law of 
20th January, 1919, are declared to be still in force. 

Art. 9.—The Executive shall make the necessary regula- 
tions for the execution of the present Law.

BRAZIL. 
CULTIVATION AND UTILISATION OF * PITA ”’ 
FIBRE, 
The following information regarding the cultivation and 
utilisation of ‘pita’? (Furcroya Gigantea) in Brazil, and the 
possibility of its emplovment as a substitute for jute, has 


now been received from H.M. Representatives in that 
country. 











Rio DE JANEIRO. 

The Commercial Secretary reports that a very great part 
of the propaganda which was devoted to the possibilities ot 
this industry arose from the severe effect of the jute regula- 
tions during the war on the many powerful German firms 
engaged, especially in the coffee trade, and there is no doubi 
that no effort was spared by them to discover an efficient 
substitute for jute for the manufacture of hessians, Of the 
many fibres experimented with, undoubtedly ‘‘pita’’ was the 
best, but in practice it was found that the breakage of this 
most brittle fibre during the process of spinning was so great 
that the textile woven with it could not be made use of 
commercially, The matter was most closely watched by the 
National Jute Mills (who hold a practical monopoly of jute 
spinning in the country), and their technical director stated 
that the breakage of pita fibre ran as high as 25 per cent., 
against a maximum breakage of 15 per cent. for jute. 

Where pita has been successfully used is in the manufac- 
ture of twine and rope, and several factories, the greater 
part of the machinery of which was purchased in the United 
Kingdom, are employing pita fibre for this use. 

It must, however, be borne in mind that the cultivation 
of pita in Brazil is an extremely expensive and difficult 
process, from the high price and great scarcity of efficient 
labour. So much is this true that considerable quantities of 
Italian hemp and jute are again being imported. The pro- 
portion of this importation will doubtless increase as prices 
tend to normal level. 

A further important factor in this industry is the Brazilian 
Customs Tariff. Its actual prosperity is due to the rise in the 
Customs duties on imported rope introduced in the budget 
of the current vear from 700 reis per kilo to 1,000 reis per 
kilo on imported jute and hemp rope. The revision com- 
mittee which is now sitting proposes, however, a reduction 
to 500 reis per kilo, a rate which it appears will once again 
permit, especially the British-made article, to successfullv 
compete with the native article, whether made from imported 
jute yarn and hemp or from native-grown pita. 


PERNAMBUCO. 


H.M. Consul reports that pita fibre would appear to be a 
useful one, with considerable commercial value. As a sub- 
stitute for jute, however, the opinion of local experts is that 
it is not a success. being finer and liable to rot rapidly when 
damp. A anantitv is exported to the United States of 
America, where it is used in the manufacture of finer 
fabrics, such as material for ties. mercerised cotton goods, 
suitings, ete., for which it would apnear to be very suitable. 

In the State of Parahvha there is a department for cul- 
tivating, and experimenting with. various local products, 
and a small plot of ground has heen devoted to this fibre. 
So far. however, there is nothing to renort. No other cases 
are known of its heing cultivated in this district; it grows 
freelv in a wild state, and the supplv is drawn from natural 
resources, 

A sample of fibre from this region may be seen at the 
Department of Overseas Trade. 

Porto ALEGRE. 

H.M. Consul reports that the fibres cultivated for com- 
mercial purposes in this district are ‘‘pita,”’ sisal hemp, and 
flax. The first two appear to be cultivated only at Sao 
Sebastiao do Cahy by a Brazilian company. The last, which 
is of small importance at the present time, is cultivated by 
the same company, and also by the colonists and a few con- 
cerns in different parts of the State. 

The whole production of pita and sisal is treated at Sao 
Sebastiao do Cahy, where it is made into ropes and hawsers. 
Fifty-six workmen are employed in the factory, and the out- 
put is ten tons per month, of which five are of pure pita 
fibre, and five of pita and sisal mixed. The fibre is not 
used for sacking, as it has been found too brittle. Tt is not 
even mixed with jute, which it has not supplanted in any 
degree. Tt has not vet been made into string, as there is 
no machinery for this purpose, hut the question of making 
string and also door mats is heing considered.

AUSTRALIA. 
REMOVAL OF IMPORT PROHIBITIONS. 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received advice 
from the Commonwealth Government that the following 
import prohibitions cease to operate from 19th May: — 

Hops (Proclamation of Ist May, 1917). 

Apples (Proclamation of 18th July, 1917). 

Ale and other heer, porter, cider and perry, spirituous, 
in bulk and in bottle; potable spirits; perfumed 
spirits and bay rum; biscuits; confectionery; eggs, 
in shell or otherwise; fur apparel: perfumery; 
jewellery and imitation jewellery; bodies for motor 
vehicles (Proclamation of 10th August, 1917). 

Citrus fruits (Proclamation of 14th August, 1918). 

Sheep dips (Proclamation of 26th March, 1919). 

Stranded copper cable (Proclamation of 20th December, 
1919). 

Calcium Carbide (Proclamation of 10th February, 1920). 

The’ restrictions imposed by Proclamation of Ist 
November, 1919, on the importation of a large number of 
articles (a full list of which appeared on page 603 of the 
“Board of Trade Journal’’ of 13th November, 1919), also 
cease to operate on 19th instant. 











NEW TARIFF: STATEMENT PY THE MINISTER 
OF CUSTOMS. 


The ‘“‘Argus’’ of 25th March contains a report of the 
speech of the Commonwealth Minister of Customs in the 
House of Representatives on 24th March, on his introduc- 
tion of the new Australian Tariff. (The complete Schedule 
of the Import Duties provided for in the new Tariff was 
published as a Supplement to the ‘“‘Journal’’ on 22nd April.) 

In the course of his sneech the Minister stated that the 
preference now granted ‘in Australia to the United King- 
dom is greater than ever. In the 1908-11 Tariff the general 
rate of preference given to the United Kingdom was 5 per 
eent.. and in some few instances 10 per cent. The 1914 
Tariff increased the number of items with a preference of 
10 ver cent. to 120. The number of items in previous Tariffs 
and in the proposed Tariff, in which a preference of 5 per 
cent. and over is given, is as follows: —

INTERMEDIATE TARIFF. 


With regard to the Intermediate Tariff, the Minister 
stated that members will be asked to consent to a provision 
that will enable the Minister of Customs, subject to the 
subsequent approval of Parliament. to arrange a reciprocal 
Tariff with some other narts of the Empire. The Bill nermits 
the grantine of the United Kinedom ‘‘nreferential’’ rates 
to certain of the Dominions. either in whole or in part, or 
the Intermediate Tariff either in whole or in part. The 
Bill also makes provision for the extension of the Inter- 
mediate Tariff, either wholly or in part, to any other 
country with which Australia mav be able to arrange 
recinrocal trade relationships, subject to the consent of 
Parliament. The Minister is, however, precluded fram 
entertaining anv proposals for a commercial or a reciprocal 
Tariff with certain of the British Dominions and some other 
eountries. If he is satisfied that the economic conditions 
in such a Dominion or other country are substantially of a 
lower standard than those prevailing in Australia, the Bil] 
proposes to prohihit anv negotiations of this kind. Importa- 
tions from such Dominions or other countries would, there- 
fore. fall antomatica'ly under the ‘“‘Genera!l’’ Tariff schedule 
and remain there until their economic conditions assimilate 
more closely to those of Australia. 

Anti-Drvrimnc Proposars. 

The Minister stated that the Tariff Bill contains a vro- 
vision which authorises an addition, to the ordinary duty 
payable, of an amount equal to the difference between the 
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fair market value of the same article when sold for home 
consumption in the usual and ordinary course of trade and 
free on board in the country whence and at the time it was 
exported to Australia and the dumped price, except in cases 
where the difference amounts to 5 per cent. or less. With 
regard to subsidised freights, it is proposed to collect on 
goods landed in this wav an additional duty of 5 per cent. 
on the duty otherwise payable. There is also a provision 
to meet the case of certain classes of goods that are some. 
times imported at ballast freight rates. 








BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 


INCREASED IMPORT DUTY ON SPIRITS. 


A telegram has been received from H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner at Nairobi reporting that the duty on spirituous 
liquors imported into British East Africa has been increased 
from 5 to 15 rupees per gallon. The telegram also states 
that no other alterations will be made in the Customs Tariff 
during the present session. 

The Tariff item subject to the increased duty is as follows: 

On distilled liquors (other than drugs and medicines inm- 
ported for bona-fide medical purposes), eau de cologne, and 
lavender water, per gallon at 50 degrees of the Gay Lussac 
alcoholometer at a temperature of 15 degrees centigrade, 
Rs.15. 

The duty to be augmented proportionately for each degree 
above 50 deg. and diminished proportionately for each 
degree below 50 degrees. 








NEW ZEALAND. 


INVOICING GOODS FROM COUNTRIES 
WHERE CURRENCY IS OTHER THAN 
£s. d. 


The following notice has been received from the High 
Commissioner for New Zealand :— 

“The High Commissioner for New Zealand advises that 
various enquiries have heen received bv him as to _par- 
ticulars reauired in invoicing gvoods from continental and 
other countries to New Zealand, especially with regard to 
certificates of home consumption value. 

“Tt is accordingly notified for general information that 
when goods are exported to New Zealand from anv countrv 
having a monetary system on a gold standard other than 
£ s.d.. the home consumption value (recuired to be 
exhibited on the invoice and certified in regulation form) 
should be stated in the currency of the exporting country. 
Failure to comply with the requirement mav result in 
delay and inconvenience to the New Zealand importer.” 








NYASALAND PROTECTORATE, 


AMENDED EXPORT DUTIES. 


Under Government Order No. 51 of 1920. dated 31st 
March, 1920. the Schedule of Exnort Duties attached to the 
Customs Ordinance. 1906, is amended as follows, with effect 
from Ist April, 1920, viz. :— 

(1) By increasine the existing export duty on Tvorv from 
9d. ner Ih. to Is. 6d. per Ib. 

(2) Bv the addition of the following duties : — 

On the undermentioned goods exported 
Protectorote and grown therein :— 
a 1d. per Th.

EXPORT LICENCES. 


The following is a translation of 2 Proclamation of 5th 
Mav, making provision for the levy of a special fee in 
respect of applications for licences to imnort into. or exnort 
from Germany, textile raw materials and manufactures :— 





ProcLAMATION oF 5TH MAY RESPECTING THE Levy oF TAXES 
FoR THE Tssvr or Txwrport ann Export Ttcexnces tx RESPECT 
or Trextine Raw Marerrars ann MAaxrractures. 

In accordance with §14 (nar. 1) of the Ordinance of the 
Bondesrat. resnectine FEeonomie Mensnres recardine the 
“Nohernanasrirtschatt auf dem Textirlachiet? of 27th Tune. 
1918, the following regulations are brought into force as 

from 10th Mav :— 

§1. Taxes are ta he paid to the ‘Reichsstelle fiir 
Textilwirtschaft ?’ (Foreien Section) in resnect of the issue 
of imnort and exnort licences for textile raw materials and 
manufactures. In the case of raw materials the tax amonnts 
tol ner mil of the value of the goods to be imnorted or 
exnorted. and in the ease of semi-manufactured and finished 
articles to 2 ner mil. with a minimum pavment of 5 marks. 

The tax will he calculated on the increased value due to 
improvements in the ease of goods dealt with in the ‘f Tm- 
nrovement Trade.’’ The tax to he levied in favour of the 
State, in accordance with the Ordinance respecting Foreien 
Trade Control of 20th Decemher, 1919.* is included in the 
above-mentioned 4 or 2 per mil. 

Where anplications for licences are refused. a tax of 4A 
marks will be levied in each case. 

§9. If. in the annlication for a licence, the roods are valued 
in foreion currency, the value will be converted in accord- 
ance with the provisions of §10 of the regulations for giving 
effect to the Ordinance respecting the Foreign Trade Control, 
of 8th Avril. 1920.¢ Until the publication of the conversion 
rates to be fixed by the Minister for Economic Affairs, and 
Finance Minister. the foreign currency will be converted 
at the average Berlin rate of exchange for the month 
previous to that in which the application for the licence is 
made.

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§3. The payment of the tax must be made by the applicant 
for a licence. 

$4. Payment must be made on the issue of the licence. 

Persons making frequent applications may be granted 
time for payment, on application. 

§5. Only in very exceptional circumstances may the tax 
for dealing with applications for licences be remitted wholly 
or in part, or returned. Applications for return will be 
decided upon by the President of the Foreign Section of the 
‘* Reichsstelle fiir Textilwirtschaft.’’ 

§6. The State Economic Offices and other offices authorised 
to examine applications for licences are not allowed to charge 
special fees for their services. In order to cover their 
expenses, one half of the amount raised by the Foreign 
Section of the ‘“‘Reichsstelle fiir Textilwirtschaft”’ in respect 
of semi-manufactured and finished articles will be forwarded 
monthly to these Offices. 

§7. The Proclamation of 28th December, 1918, respecting 
the levy of taxes on the issue of Purchase and Import 
Licences for Textile Raw Materials and Manufactures and 
the amending Proclamation of 18th July, 1919, are repealed.

SPAIN. 
WITHDRAWAL OF RESTRICTIONS ON THE 
IMPORTATION OF CATTLE, ETC., FROM 


ENGLAND. 

With reterence to the notice at page 460 of the ‘‘Board 
of Trade Journal’ for 9th October last regarding the pro- 
hibition on the importation into Spain of bovine, ovine, 
caprine, and porcine animals, raw hides, unwashed wool, 
etc., coming from England and Switzerland, the ‘‘Gaceta 
de Madrid”’ for 3rd May contains a Royal Order, dated 23rd 
April, which withdraws the above prohibition so far as 
concerns shipments from England, as foot-and-mouth disease 
no longer exists there. 


SWEDEN. 
EXPORT OF HORSES AND TOBACCO. 


The prohibition on the exportation from Sweden, except 
under licence, of :— 
Horses (Tariff Nos. 49 and 50), and 
Cigars, cigarettes, and other manufactured tobacco 
(Tariff Nos. 196-7), 
has been withdrawn, as from 28th April, by a Swedish Royal 
Decree, dated 23rd April. 


TUNIS. 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of copy of a Beylical Decree, dated 20th March and 
published in the ‘‘Journal Officiel Tunisien’’ for 12th April, 
which prohibits, as from the date of publication of the 
Decree : — 

(a) the exportation and re-exportation (after transit, 
transhipment, and warehousing) from Tunis, except under 
licence, of coal tar and products obtained directly therefrom 
by distillation (coal oil, coal spirit, benzenic carbides, 
benzene, benzol, toluene, xylene, heavy coal oil, naphthalene, 
anthracene, coal creosote, crude phenic acid, crude creosote, 
coal tar pitch, etc.) ; 

(b) the exportation from Tunis, except under licence, of 
raw hides, green or dry, large or small (No. 21 of the 
Customs Tariff) ; unworked peltries (No. 22); horse skins and 
calf skins, prepared, tanned, tawed, or curried (ex No. 476). 
This latter prohibition does not apply to raw hides of foreign 
origin imported with a view to being re-exported, provided 
that they are placed, at the time of importation, under the 
warehousing, transit, or transhipment regime. 

(Note.—These prohibitions are the same as those enforced 
in France under Decrees of 2nd and 4th March.—See page 
414 of the ‘‘Board of Trade Journal’’ for 18th March.]

IMPORT DUTIES ON DRUGS,

THE COURSE OF PRICES. 
The Food Controller, in order to keep the public informed 
as to movements in food prices and the causes which under- 
lie them, has given instructions that a regular report should

be drawn up and issued each month. The following was. 
issued on Monday night :— 

In any statement as to the position of prices of food in. 
the United Kingdom, two features must be borne in mind. 
In the first place it should be pointed out that the price of 
food has increased less and not more than the prices of other 
general commodities. This can be illustrated by a short. 
table in which the retail prices of the principal foods as 
issued by the Labour Statistics Department are compared 
with the wholesale prices of certain groups of commodities:

In the second place the retail food prices in this country 
should be compared with retail prices in other countries, 
and from the table below it will be seen that the food prices 
in the United Kingdom have risen less than those in France, 
Italy and Sweden, and not greatly more than those in the 
United States, which is the largest of all food-producing 
countries.

But, in spite of comparisons which put the United King- 
dom in so favourable a position, the present level of prices 
undoubtedly is a matter for very serious concern. Since 
the beginning of the war prices have shown an alarming 
increase, and it is naturally a matter of grave public concern 
as to when this upward movement will be stayed. The fol- 
lowing statement, showing this variation to the present 
year, illustrates this rise. It should be explained that the 
index numbers used are those published by the Statistical 
Department of the Ministry of Labour, and are arrived at 
by taking the pre-war quantities of the principal foods 
estimated as consumed by the average family. The cost of 
these foods is then calculated according to the prices ruling, 
that in July, 1914, being stated as 100. |

But figures like the above only show the general movement 
of food prices, and the consumer is concerned, not only with 
high prices in general, but with the prices of particular 
articles. With regard to these prices the following remarks 
can be made:— 

Bread.—The rise in the price of bread during the last 12 
months has been dye to two causes, In the first place, the 
increase in the wages paid to bakers has already led to an 
addition of 3d. on the loaf. But much the more important 
cause is the reduction in the subsidy on flour, which is 
accountable for the difference between the prices of the 
loaf for April and May. | 

Meat.—Since the beginning of the year the price of home 
meat has remained steady, whereas the price of imported 
meat has fallen considerably. It is hoped that the new 
reduction in the price of imported meat will have a steady- 
ing effect upon the price of home meat when control is en- 
tirely removed. 

Bacon.—The price of bacon still remains high, owing in 
the main to the condition of the American market and the 
adverse rate of exchange. With increased supplies from 
Denmark and from home production prices should fall. 

Fish.—Fish is in very good supply, and it is anticipated 
that as the season progresses a further fall in price will 
follow. The landings for the first three months of 1920 ex- 
ceeded the landings for the similar period in 1913, and were 
only slightly under those in 1914. 

Dairy Produce, ete.—The fail in the price of milk is 
seasonal, and in the opinion of the Ministry the price, even 
in large towns, should not exceed 8d. per quart, while the 
general average should be much lower. Imported butter 
rose in price owing to the higher price at which the Ministry 
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had to buy in Denmark and elsewhere, while the price of 
home butter varies from district to district. In the case of 
eggs the same remark as to a seasonal decrease holds good. 
Potatoes.—The price of potatoes has risen more than is 
customary and is regrettably high. Last year’s home sup- 
plies are falling short, and no improvement can be hoped 
for in the price until the new crop is forthcoming. Last 
year’s crop promised well, but did not come up to anticipa- 
tion, The cost of labour is also a very important factor. 
Sugar.—In this case prospects are grave indeed. The price 
at which the Sugar Commission can purchase in Cuba has 


increased to such an extent that if sugar were sold so as to: 


cover the cost of present purchases, the price would be over 
ls. 6d. per Ib. Prices, it is feared, will remain high until 
the European producticn of beet has been restored, 

Other foods.—In the case of tea it is possible that the 
reduction in wholesale prices may result in some small 
decrease of retail price, but this, it must be remembered, 
will not amount to much in the expenditure of the con- 
sumer. 

On the whole the prices this summer will be at a very 
high level, mainly owing to the price at which the various 
foods, have to be purchased abroad, and, in the case of 
bread, to the partial removal of the subsidy. Seasonal 
decreases in the price of eggs, fish, and dairy produce have 
occurred, but this year they are not reflected in the general 
cost of living, being far outweighed by increases in the 
price of sugar and bread, and a more than normal rise in 
the price of potatoes. But for these latter changes, that 
is if these latter articles had maintained their usual course, 
the food cost of living index number for May would have 
been 228 instead of 246. 





REVISED SUGAR PRICES. 

The Royal Commission on the Sugar Supply announce 
that, in consequence of the continued increase in the price 
at which sugar can be purchased in the world’s markets, it 
has been found necessary again te advance the retail price. 
On and from 17th May the approved retail price of granu- 
lated sugar will be ls, 2d. per lb. Details of the revised

SALES OF “‘ FREE” SUGAR. 

In consequence of the limited quantity of sugar which jt 
has been found possible to allot this year for domestic fruit 
preserving out of stocks imported by the Royal Commission 
on the Sugar Supply, large growers of fruit may not be able 
to obtain an adequate supply of sugar for preserving and 
wastage of fruit grown bv private persons may in some cases 
arise. It has, therefore, been decided to relax the restric. 
tions which at present exist on the sale of private owned 
imported sugar, and to allow such sugar to be sold either 
by wholesale or retail for the express purpose of the domestic 
preserving of fruit. Any person purchasing supplies of 
privately imported sugar must give a written undertaking 
that it will be used for domestic jam-making and not for 
any other purpose. It must be clearly understood that sales 
of privately imported sugar merely for the purpose of Sup- 
plementing the ordinary domestic ration are still not per- 
mitted. 


CESSATION OF BUTTER RATIONING. 

The Ministry of Food announce that in view of the large 
increase in the supplies of British and Irish butter and the 
fall in the price of these varieties, the rationing of Govern. 
ment butter will cease as from Sunday, 30th May next. The 
Ministry will, however, still continue to purchase all supplies 
of imported butter and distribute them through the normal 
trade channels at fixed maximum prices. Private import 
of butter to the United Kingdom is still prohibited, as the 
outlook for supplies of imported butter is not such as 
would justifv complete decontrol. If free private import 
were allowed competition in the foreign markets would un. 
doubtedly result in increased prices to the consumer here 
and inequitable distribution of the available quantities. 

On and after Monday, 3lst May, the public will no 
longer be required to register for butter with a retailer, 
and the use of the ration card, counterfoil, the purchaser's 
shopping card, an@ all other ration documents for butter. 
will be discontinued. The maximum retail price of Govern- 
ment butter will remain at 3s. per lb. until further notice. 

Retailers will continue to draw their supplies of Govern- 
ment butter through the same channe!'s and on the same 
basis of distribution as at present, but they will be per- 
mitted to reduce their allotments if they so desire. 

Although the public will no longer be required to register 
with retailers for Government butter, they should appreciate 
that any considerable number of changes from one retailer 
to another may dislocate the system of distribution. The 
Food Controller therefore wishes to warn the public that 
they should continue to obtain their supplies of Government 
butter, where circumstances permit, from the retailers with 
‘whom they are now registered. 

The existing ties of retailers and establishments purchas- 
ing by wholesale to suppliers will remain unchanged. As 
from 24th May all future distributions of Government butter 
to the trade will be stabilised upon the basis of the permits 
in force at the previous distribution. No further issue of 
permits (R. Butter 1 and la, 2 and 4) will be made, and 
licensed suppliers and blenders of Government butter will 
not be required to make further application on Forms 


G.B.D. 1, 2 and 3. 


BUTTER AND CHEESE. 

With reference to the recent announcement by the Food 
Controller that the Government has decided not to make 
further purchases of imported cheese, the Ministry of Food 
now states that the following Orders have been revoked as 
on 12th May, 1920:— 

(a) Imported Cheese (Importers’ Price) Order, 1919. 
(b) Imported Cheese (Returns) Order, 1919. 
(c) Importers’ (Returns) Order, 1918. 

By these revocations private traders are enabled in future 
to purchase and import cheese for sale without any restric- 
tion, except the maximum retail prices, which remain ™ 
force for the time being. These prices are ls, 8d. per |b. 
for whalemilk cheese, and Is. 6d. per Ib. for cheese of other 
than wholemilk quality. 

In order to protect the consumer of Government cheese, 
the Cheese (Labelling) Order, 1920, which required retailers 
to label or ticket all cheese with the price at which it was 
on sale, has been revoked and a new Order, entitled the 
Cheese (Labelling) No. 2 Order, 1920, has been made which, 
in addition to requiring retailers to place price labels on all 
cheese, requires that in the case of Government cheese the 
labal shall also bear the words ‘‘Government Cheese,”’ 12 
addition to the retail price. 
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Similarly, an Order has been made, entitled the Butter 
(Labelling) Order, 1920, requiring retailers to label or ticket 
all butter with the price at which it is on sale, and, in the 
case of Government butter, the label must also bear the 
words ‘‘Government Butter. ’ 


UNRESTRICTED TRADE IN AUSTRALIAN JAM. 

The suggestion that the Ministry of Food have been 
endeavouring, in co-operation with home manufacturers, to 
keep Australian jams off the British market is entirely un- 
warranted, nor have they any knowledge of a ‘‘hold up” or 
of obstacles placed in the way of unrestricted trade in these 
Dominion Jams, _ 

At the time of the acute shortage the Ministry welcomed 
the importation of jam, not only from Australia, but also 
from any country in which stocks were available. On repre: 
sentations being made that the price as fixed under the 
Jam (Prices) Order for these jams was not remunerative, a 
special schedule was agreed with the Agents-General and 
the importers, which was accepted by them as satisfactory. 

Now, of course, all restrictions as to price in the case of 
jam, whether British or Dominion, are removed. The jam 
is there for the public, and if they want to buy it there is 
nothing to prevent them doing so. oe ; 

The Department of Import Restrictions undertook in 
September, 1918, to license the import of Jam, provided 
the Ministry of Food had an option to purchase. At a 
meeting on 16th October, 1918, the importers were clearly 
informed that the Ministry did not desire to purchase the 
jam, but only to have the right of control over its distribu- 
tion in accordance with the rationing and distribution 
scheme then operating. It would appear that hitherto there 
has been but a small demand for the Australian jams, and 
consequently stocks have accumulated. 

PRICES OF IMPORTED MUTTON. 

The Food Controller gives notice of alterations in the 
wholesale prices of imported mutton which took effect on 
Monday, 17th inst. The maximum price for whole W ether 
carcases remains at 9d. per lb., but the prices for New 
Zealand and Australian cut Wethers and Ewes are 
scheduled at various rates, ranging down to 63d. perdb. for 
Australian cut Ewes. At the same time, the Food Controller 
has revoked those parts of the schedules of existing Price 
Orders which relate to maximum wholesale prices for cuts 
of mutton. The present wholesale maximum prices for 
imported lambs remain unchanged. 








MILK ORDERS. 

The Food Controller has issued an Order amending the 
Milk Order, 1920, under which the definition of “milk”’ in 
the principal Order is extended to include skimmed, 
separated, and butter milk, but not condensed mitk. 

A new Order—the Condensed Milk (Returns) Order, 1920 
—has also been made requiring al! importers and manu- 
facturers of Condensed Milk or Dried Milk to make a 
return to the Ministry of Food (Co idensed Milk Section), 
Palace Chambers, of their stocks on 29th May, and to 
render such further returns as to stocks of or dealings in 
these commodities as may be required from time to time. 








TRAVELLERS’ RATION BOOKS. 

The Food Controller announces that members of the public 
holding Travellers’ Ration Books whose validity expires on 
22nd May, should between 13th May and 20th May take or 
post to any Food Office the Reference Leaf from their book. 
They will then receive in due course a new book for use 
after 22nd May. The new books will contain 24 weekly 
counterfoils for sugar ration, and will he valid until 6th 
November.
